According to the Latest De- 


cision of the Supreme 


Court. 


CANNOT DBAW FEES. 


City Executives All Over 


Ohio Must Return Po- 


lice Court Pay. 


Columbus, O., Dec. 13.—in the case 


of James W. Saiallwood, mayor of 
Cambridge vs. the City of Cambridge, 
the supreme court decided today that 
the mayor of'the city where there was 
no judge and the mayor performs the 
duties of one, is not entiUed to judi- 
cial fees in cases of violation of city 
ordinances. 
Mayor Sroallwood roust 


refund $1,119.49. The state account- 
ing bureau' first ruled that the mayors 
could secure nothing in addition to 
their salaries. Attorney General Ellis 
having advised the bureau to that ef- 
fect In an opinion soon after the code 
was put into effect. There is a. large 
amount of fees in the hands of mayors 
all over the state that will now have 
to be refunded. 


The decision of the supreme court 


above referred to does not interest 
Mayor Roob in the least as he has al- 
ways been of the same opinion as the 
supreme court and has governed him- 
self accordingly. All fees which he has 
ever collected in municipal cases have 
been turned into the city treasury and 
in all instances where he could prose- 
cute under a state law and collect the 
fees himself he has preferred to prose- 
cute wider the city ordinances and 
place -the fees to the credit ot th« 
city. - :
